Fire Training Building Gets ‘Go’ 


Th* Bucks County Firemen's 
Association has voted to go ahead 
with construction plans for a 
Class A Fire Building as part of 
its firemen's training school set* 
up near Edison in Doylestown 
Township. 
Paul W. Myers, Perkasie,' first 
vice president, presided at a con­ 
vention at Trevose Fire House Sat­ 
urday, where John Ziaylek, Yard­ 
ley fire chief, said plans are now 
under way for the construction of 


a building 30 by 60 .feet which 
will be two stories in some place. 
The Class A Fire Building will 
be made of steel and concrete so 
that it will be fire resistant and 
serve as a training quarters for 
the firemen. This unit will be a 
part of the over all $150,000 fire 
school planned by the firemen. 
An administration building, smoke 
house, fire tower and other needs 
will be buUt later. 
Firemen described a Class A 


Fire as one where firemen work 
with water hose lines inside of a 
building where there are fire and 
smoke and one or more stories to 
the structure. The new building 
will be two stories in some sec­ 
tions to teach firemen how to 
handle Class A fires. 
About IOO firemen, representing 
25 out of the 67 volunteer fire­ 
men’s units, voted to have the 
plans ready before the spring con­ 
vention March 9 at the Third 


District Fire House in Bristol 
Township. 
Special Meeting 
They agreed that a special 
meeting of the county firemen’s 
association may have to be called 
to vote on the final plans. 
"If we don’t begin now get­ 
ting an architect and ready for 
bids, we will never have the build­ 
ing ready for use by this sum­ 
mer," said Leonard D. Roberts, 
former county fire marshal. 


The county association voted 
favorably on the Central Bucks 
Ministerial Association’s offer to 
conduct short devotional services 
before the fire school classes on 
Sundays at the Edison site. The 
firemen stiplated in their accep­ 
tance that attendance is purely 
voluntary on the part of the fire­ 
men. 
Leon Carlin Sr., Southampton, 
delegate to the state firemen's 
conventions, said Lebanon will be 


host at the next convention and 
parade in September. He gave a 
report on the convention in Nor­ 
ristown in September. 
Willard Duckworth of Arizona, 
who was a guest, said that in 
Arizona there are all paid fire 
departments and one fire com­ 
pany will not go out of its juris­ 
diction. " We have none of the in­ 
ter-company and mutual aid set­ 
up that you volunteer fire com­ 
panies, enjoy here in the east." 


Lawrence C. Gilmore, financial 
secretary, reported 155 out of 712 
members delinquent in dues. Two 
fire companies are delinquent in 
dues. Twenty-three new members 
were gained so far this year. 
Louis C. Leedom, treasurer, 
said there is $1,757.07 in cash in 
one account and $15,300 in in­ 
vestments and savings.

minimum of action and no com­ 
mitments by our board."

Trailer Tax 


The Fails Township S c h o o l 
Board voted last night to dis­ 
continue its $3 occupancy tax on 
trailers as of Jan. I, 1963. This 
was done to avoid conflict with 
a new state act which goes into 
effect the first of the year allow­ 
ing trailers to be assessed as real 
estate. The law stipulates trail­ 
ers cannot be taxed both as real 
estate and for occupancy. 
Falls Township and B u c k s 
County will begin assessing trail­ 
ers as real estate on Jan. I, but 
the Falls school board will have 
to wait till July I, the date its 
fiscal year begins. 
This means six months during 
which the trailers go tax free as 
far as the school board is con 
cerned: but Dave Struble, town 
ship tax collector, said the board 
will make up the money under 
the assessment. 
In other business, Board Soli­ 
citor T. Sidney Cadwallader re­ 
ported on negotiations between 
the school district and the Penn 
Valley Crushed Stone Company. 
Robert H u b b a r d , Pennsbury 
schools administrative assistant, 
has been investigating soil erosion 
of the Manor School, Penn Val­ 
ley Road, which is adjacent to 
the company’s huge gravel ex­ 
cavation. 
According to Cadwallader, the 
manager of the gravel firm has 
agreed to install a drain to drain 
off water from the school site, 
thereby preventing erosion. 
In final action, the board re­ 
elected Albert McCabe for an­ 
other five-year term on the Falls 
School Building Authority, and 
appointed William Holland to the 
joint board authority and Sidney 
Charles to the Bucks C o u n t y 
Technical School authority. The 
joint board meeting after th # 
Fails board, acted favorably on 
the latter two appointments.

No Inspection Pay 
Hibbs said he receives no pay 
for inspections in schools, homes, 
nursing homes or any institutions. 
"I know of nursing and con­ 
valescent homes that should be in. 
spected and the management and 
personnel given instructions which 
way and what exits and entrances 
to use in evacuting bed-ridden 
patients in case of a fire or dis­ 
aster. I simply don’t have) the 
time and can't afford to do all 
these inspections. 
"My four deputy fire marshals 
all have jobs and they help me 
out as best they can but they 
too have to earn a living." 
Hibbs again warned firemen 
that they must legally turn off all 
red flashing lights and any type 
of warning signals when return­ 
ing home from a fire. 
"I still get complaints from 
motorists, who are forced in the 
ditch, because they see a fire 
engine coming towards them with 
flashing red lights and danger 
signals and it is not going to a 
fire. 
"I wish, firemen, you would 
show these motorists, who are

“apartment” zoning amendment, 
and in the same stroke introduced 
another zoning change slated to 
be as controversial as the first. 
The first change, which was de­ 
feated 5-0, would have loosened 
restrictions on apartment build­ 
ing and have allowed apartments 
throughout the borough. 
The second change, introduced 
by Councilman Theodore Ziaylek, 
will alter the zoning ordinance 
to require minimum lot sizes for 
R-l classification of 125 by 160 
feet for 
future home develop­ 
ments. 
Hearing Jan. 14 
Council set a hearing on the new 
proposed change to the zoning 
ordinance for Jan. 14. 
An estimated 25 persons 
sat 
quietly last night at the council 
meeting in Yardley Borough Hall. 
Only one comment was offered 
from the floor on the controver­ 
sial 
“apartment” 
amendment 


while 
no 
immediate 
reaction 
came on 
the 
second 
proposed 
change. 
This was unlike a meeting on 
Nov. 19, when about 20 citizens 
heckled • and protested the pro­ 
posed “apartment” 
change. 
At 
that time they demanded coun­ 
cil vote on the matter, but it 
was deferred then for action un­ 
til last night. 
Fred T. 
Bebbington, 
borough 
solicitor, explained that at pres­ 
ent there is no minimum lot re­ 
quirement, stated as such, for the 
R-l section, and that the proposed 
amendment was not really 
an 
amendment but an addition to the 
present ordinance. 
Bebbington 
further 
explained 
there are certain 
requirements 
for width (now 75 feet) and rear 
and side yards for home develop­ 
ments which at present would 
come to a minimum lot size, but 
they are not stated in so many 
numbers in the present ordinance. 
He also statal that the areas 
affected by the proposed new lot 
requirement include the g o l f 
course area and the Hall apple 
orchard as well as any 
other 


R-l zoned sectors. 
Encourages Better Homes 
Bebbington said, in gist, 
the 
zoning change would tend to en­ 
courage the development of a 
higher class housing project sit­ 
uated on a larger lot than pres­ 
ently required. 
“The new lot size might be con­ 
sidered small for areas like Low­ 
er Makefield, but for Yardley it 
would be considered a large lot,” 
he said. 
Bebbington was asked by coun­ 
cil to draw up the proposed zon­ 
ing change for presentation 
at 
the public hearing. 
In other matters, council heard 
three requests for financial sup­ 
port from the borough, and in 
each case referred the requests 
to committee for study. 
3 Letters For Funds 
A letter from the Bucks Coun­ 
ty Planning Commission request­ 
ed a total of $173 per year for a 
joint planning study for all muni­ 
cipalities in Bucks. 
A letter from the Bucks Coun­ 
ty Industrial Development Cor­ 
poration requested a sum of IO 
cents per capita to help it in its 


drive to attract industry to the 
county. 
A letter from Lower B u c k s 
County Hospital solicited financial 
support of about $1,000 for pa­

by the Bucks County Historical- 
Tourist Commission, Fallsington. 
Here was the site of the first 
Guropoan settlement on the Dela­ 
ware River when the Dutch West 
Indies 
Company 
established 
a 
trading post in 1625 on the island 
opposite the lower part of the 
town just below the Pennsylvania 
Railroad bridge. 
Here was consumated the first 
Gnglish purchase of land from 
the Indians by Sir Gdmund An­ 
dros in 1675. Here was the first 
courthouse in Bucks County when 
the town was known as Crew- 
corne. Here was the promise of 
becoming the largest city on the 
Delaware River 
Then Philadelphia was establish­ 
ed and the Falls of the Delaware 
was no longer an important land­ 
ing place for commerce. Thus the 
mantle of 
greatness 
fell 
upon 
Philadelphia.
